17th. The Association viewed the application of 
the Ministry of Ways and Communications Bill 
to Ireland as being inimical to the best interests 
of the country, and in connection with 
transfer of Irish shipping interests to English 
control, stated its belief “that such a step would 
menace, not only the trade interests of the 
country, but place Ireland in an economic 
stranglehold, from which it would be an ex- 
tremely difficult task to rescue her. li was a 
painful commentary on the want of economic 
foresight possessed by the Irish people that the 
Irish mercantile marine were being banded 
over to non-Irish companies without regard 
either to the wishes of the trading community 
or to the future needs of the nation. Referring 
to the development of Irish trade with the 


United States, the report stated that the In- | 


vestment of American capital in Ireland by Mr. 
Henry Ford, who had chosen Cork in which to 
establish his European tractor-making industry, 
was m factor of avpreciable importance, and of 
a wonid hasten the development of Irish 
trad with America. 

The abnormal economic conditions that fol- 
lowed in the war's train impeded the industrial 
development of the country. lt wae note- 
worthy that, with the possible exception of air- 
craft building on the banks of the Lagan, the 
war brought no new industries of a permanent 
nature to Ireland. The threat of the consctip- 
tion of the man-power of Lreland, which was 
permitted to hang over the land throughout the 
closing years of the war, left not only capi- 
talists and industrial workers, but the country 
as a whole, in a state of mental unsettiedness, 
not conducive to the peace and prog ress of the 
nation. The uncertainty of the future, begotten 
of the suspension of the Government of Ireland 
Act in 1914, continued to operate to the present 
time, and bas wet-blanketed, so to speak, the 
many schemes for the scientifically planned 
industrial development of Ireland. 

In conclusion, the report expressed t 
eil's feelings of indebtedness to Mr 
Crosbie and Mr. W. B. Harrington, th: 
going President and hon. treasurer respectively, 
of the Association.
